Sometime during your career you wiii be required to investigate sexuai assauit crimes. 
Over 400,000 ir dividuais are assauited annuaiiy, most are women. 

New Mexico has one of the highest percentages of rapes per capita in the country. 
Rape is a serio js crime and shouid be thoroughiy investigated and prosecuted.

80 percent of s Bxual assaults are committed by family members, household friends or 
individuals knc wn to the victim. 

INVESTIGATIO M 

Officers must know the basics of sex crime investigation, inciuding reiated criminai 
statutes, crime scene processing and evidence handiing, interviewing techniques and 
how to respont effectiveiy to the needs of the victim in order to achieve a successfui 
outcome .

led by CYFD as emergency cases, the assigned CYFD worker and iaw 
Mcer shaii initiate a joint investigation within 3 hours of receipt of the 
;cept in extreme emergencies when iaw enforcement is required to act 
n order to protect the safety of the chiid. 

/vhen a disciosure is made ? 

nt and CYFD wiii conduct a joint preiiminary contact with the chiid, 

»fly gather sufficient information to assess the child’s medical condition 
safety, and to determine if the child is at imminent risk. 

/vhen a disclosure is made ? 

The law enforc(?ment officer shall be responsible for the collection and preservation of 
all physical evidence, including, but not limited to photographs of injuries, video’s and 
statements. 

Note: Ail physi 7al evidence collected will be submitted to the DPS Crime Lab for 
analysis. 









What happens A/hen a disclosure is made ? 

For all non-emergency cases that will be investigated criminally, the law enforcement 
officer shall co itact the assigned CYFD worker within 72 hours of receipt of the referral 
to confer and develop an investigative plan, which may include joint preliminary 
contact, a Safe House interview and/or a medical examination. 

What happens A/hen a disclosure is made ? 

All non-emergency, non-criminal referrals will be handled by CYFD according to their 
protocol. 

If the CYFD inv3stigator determines during the joint preliminary contact that the child is 
at imminent ris (, CYFD shall recommend that law enforcement take emergency custody 
of the child. 

What happens A/hen a disclosure is made ? 

The law enforo^ment officer shall confer with the CYFD investigator and make an 
independent ri<;k assessment, and make the final decision regarding emergency 
custody of the :;hild. 

If CYFD and lav^ enforcement come to conflicting decisions regarding removal, CYFD 
may file a petition through District Court for legal and/or physical custody of the child. 
What happens A/hen a disclosure is made ? 

If emergency custody is taken by law enforcement CYFD shall arrange for alternative 
placement of tf e child and siblings. 

Law enforcement may consult with the DA’s Office and shall confer with CYFD to 
develop an inv(‘stigation plan. 

What happens A/hen a disclosure is made ? 

This plan may i nclude a Safe House interview, which in emergency cases shouid take 
piece within 72 hours of the joint preiiminary contact. This shaii be determined by iaw 
enforcement and CYFD, who SHALL consult with the DA’s Office. 

Note: Aii victirr s 18 years of age and younger. 

In most cases the Safe House interview should be conducted prior to the sexual assault 
examination (S^NE). 

What happens A/hen a disclosure is made ? 

The law enforcement officer and CYFD investigator will consult, by phone if necessary, 
with the medical professional who has been specially trained and who is on call to 
determine the necessity and timing of a sexual assault examination (SANE). (*AII 
victim’s 12 yea'S of age and younger*) 

If the child has an urgent medical condition or reports penetration within the past 72 
hours, law enfc rcement or CYFD shall schedule an emergency forensic medical (SANE) 
examination AS SOON AS POSSIBLE. 

What happens A/hen a disclosure is made ? 

Emergency exe minations may be conducted at the local emergency room, but the 
examination should be conducted by a trained medical professional (SANE) rather than 
emergency roo^ personnel. 
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Conclusion of Interview provide Crisis intervention, Rape Crisis Centers (Start the 
healing process) - (Victim advocates must be contacted for teen and younger victims) 
Further investigation - Interviews, Search Warrants (3 parts), Arrest Warrants, 

Evidence, etc.

FOLLOW UP 

CONSENT 

CONSENT is biised on choice. 

CONSENT is active, not passive. 

CONSENT is possibie oniy when there is equai power. 

Giving in because of fear is NOT CONSENT. 

Going aiong with something because of wanting to fit in with the group, being deceived 
of feeiing bad i > NOT CONSENT. 

If you can’t say “NO” comfortably, then “YES” has no meaning. 

If you are unwi ling to accept a “NO”, then “YES” has no meaning. (“NO” means “NO”)

Is the unlawful & intentional causing of a person to engage in sexual intercourse, 
cunniiingus, fe latio or anal intercourse or the causing of penetration, to any extent and 
with any object, of the genital or anal openings of another, whether or not there is any 
emission. 

Criminal Sexual Contact: 

30-9-12 (Adult) (Page 247) 

Is the unlawful and intentional touching of or application of force, WITHOUT CONSENT 
to the Unclothe d intimate parts of another who has reached his/her 18"^ birthday or 
intentionally causing another who has reached his eighteenth birthday to touch one’s 
intimate parts.

Conduct interv 'ew in private, preferabiy with an impartiai observer such as a nurse or 
femaie officer. 

Stay with victim throughout investigation if possible. Exception: Medical exam.

Transport victim to Safe House 

Don’t ever tell the victim/survivor they will not have to testify!!!!!!! (Rape Shield Law 30- 
9-16 and 17) Page 70 
Basic Information 

1. Establish thet a crime has occurred 

2. Obtain infornation for a crime broadcast if the suspect just left or may be in the area 

3. Where did ths act(s) occur (room, car, etc.) 

4. From the vie :im determine where items of evidentiary value can be located and see 
that they are protected and preserved 

5. Must attemp to corroborate victims story 
Search Warran :s (3 parts to a Search Warrant) 

Part 1 - The Aff davit 

This is a written statement, made under oath that provides sufficient facts to show 
probable cause why a person or premises should be searched. 

The affidavit is attached to the Search Warrant 

In some cases /ou might have leave out child victim’s/survivor’s full name out of the 
document and ndicate by initials. (News papers) 

Search Warran :s (3 parts to a Search Warrant) 

Part 2 - The Warrant 

This authorizes the affiant to make the search and seizure. The judge reviews the 
affidavit to dets rmine if probable cause exists. If it does, the affiant will be asked to give 
an oath or affirmation as to the truth of the facts in the affidavit. The judge will then 
sign the warrar t. 

Discuss with your local DA about sealing the document. 

Search Warran :s (3 parts to a Search Warrant) 

Part 3 - Return and Inventory 

The return must contain an inventory of the items seized. 

The return of tf e warrant must be made within 3 days of the execution of the warrant. 
Crime Scene investigation Evidence collection 

The scene must be processed to locate, protect and collect all physical and trace 
evidence. 

You have access to a crime scene technician, CALL THEM. (Request must go through a 
supervisor) 

If not, you will have to process the scene. Follow basic preliminary investigation steps.

Medical Exam 

Victim must sic n a release form prior to exam. (HIPA regulation) Keep a copy of form in 
case file. 

Purpose is to collect, preserve, and document evidence. The forensic exam may also 
help to: 

O Determire physical injury 
O Determir e type and location of injuries 
O Find evic ence of recent sexual activity (72 Hours) 

O Are physical findings consistent with time frame and victim’s history 
Medical Exam 

Conducted by a SANE nurse or qualified physician 
Officer should iot be present. 

Rape kit is used 

Get names of medical personnel 
Maintain Chain of Custody 
Medical examir ation 

Voiuntary or cc >urt ordered examinations of sexuai assauit suspects shouid be 
conducted by i n emergency room doctor and/or nurse 
SANE (Sexual iVssault Nurse Examiners) 

Professionals v/ho provide invaluable assistance in sexual assault cases. Receive 
special traininc in forensic interviewing of victims and identification and collection of 
evidence. They will collect & package evidence obtained from victim, collect 
“standards” such as blood, hair and saliva, take photographs of injuries and trauma. 

Rape Kit 

Proyided by iocai hospitais and rape crisis centers throughout state. Used to collect 
and preserve a I relevant sexual assault evidence. The SANE, or emergency room nurse 
will use the kit |to collect evidence and victim’s clothing. 
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The evidence is then reiinquished to you. 

SANE 

SANE personn(;i receive their funding through state victim reparation programs. 

They wiii conduct the examination of suspects in some cases, but emergency room 
personnei can fo this. 

Rape Kit 

Investigating o ficer shaii NOT be present whiie victim is examined. This is the 
responsibiiity cf medicai personnei 
Two types of kits: victim and suspect 

Suspect kit is c oiiected by ER Doctor or Nurse (Minimum of 20 hair are “piucked” for 
evidentiary cor iparison) 

Officer is respc nsibie for making sure that aii coiiections required by protocoi are 
compieted. Verify before ieaving hospitai 
Chain of custody MUST be maintained. 

Both kit are rec uired before submitted to iab with standards. 

Crime Lab

Within 7 days, every day 
care, elementary, middle and high school within a one mile radius of the offenders 
residence.
